WORK ON THE OIL MILL. 


Manager Cash Expects to have the Mill 


in Operation Between Dec. 


I and 15. 


Work is progressing on the oil 
mill as rapidly as possible consider­ 
ing the scarcity of labor and the 
great amount of labor neccessary 
to re-establish the plant. 
Mr. 
Cash has a good force of expert 
workmen for instslling the new 
machinery, and is giving personal 
direction to the work. 
The build­ 
ing has been remodeled and is 
found to be admirably, adapted to 
mill purposes. 
The 
machinery 
will be concentrated in a small 
area and may be easily overlooked, 
while at the same time the new 
plant with four crushers or presses, 
will have nearly the same capacity 
as the old mill, the reason being 
the new presses will each have 
greater capacity.

Dem ocratic 8tate Executive Com m it­ 
tee Meets at Dallas. 
Dallas, Ort. 17.—Democratic 
state 
executive committee met here.

session was held behind closed doors. 
Twenty of the tlilrty-one districts were 
represented. 
Chairman Carden pre­ 
sided. 
A resolution endorsing the chairman 
for issuing an address urging the De­

effort to withdraw It and another one 
had been made.

self and E, A. Wallace of Rockdale. 
R. R L. Saner of Dallas, who held the 
proxy of S. I. Robinson, and W. IL 
Palmer of San Marcos. J. M. Edwards 
of Tyler offered the second one. 
Mr. Edwards’ 
resolution 
declared 
that Democrats had all timea the right 
to “consider, discuss and criticise the 
conduct of their representatives in con­ 
gress and other public servants.” 
It 
declared this right to be fundamental 
and easential to the welfare of the rank 
and file of the party and could not be 
“abridged or stifled” by the committee 
or its chairman. Continuing, it assert­
